YRACUSE ROSE has been named im honor of the city of Syracuse, N. Y., 
S which city has become increasingly beautiful because of the quantities of 

Roses grown in gardens there, largely as a result of the continued interest and 
education of the Syracuse Rose Society and citizens who desire to make Syracuse 
“The Rose City of the Empire State.” In fact, this Rose society, the largest of its 
kmd in the United States, sponsored and subscribed to the municipal Rose garden, 
thus providing an object-lesson, in a thoroughly practical way, to show that Rose- 
growing, even in northern New York, is possible for everyone. 


In the tight bud, this new Syracuse Rose has the grace of Mrs. Aaron Ward but 
more waving petals and a large, firm cone in the center. As a semi-open bloom, it 
is remarkable (see the two lower blooms on the front cover). The fully opened 
flower is medium to large in size and very double; even the heart of the bloom is 

; chockfull of petals. The outer petals recurve and give the bloom the appearance of a 
great scarlet-crimson ball. Because of the heavy petalage, the blooms last unusually 
long and the brilliant color holds equally well. There is a mild fragrance. Those 
who know Hadley, a grandparent of Syracuse, will find its good qualities retained 
in this Star novelty. 


Each crimson bloom is borne singly on a long, stiff stem, making it fine for 
cutting. In growth, it is upright, tall, and very vigorous, with perfect winter hardi- 
ness. This Rose will do unusually well m warm sections of the country, too. The 
foliage is abundant, large, and healthy and the plants active and prolific. 

This is a husky Rose and an appropriate symbol for a lively, up-and-doing city.

In a bed of various Hybrid Teas, the dandelion- 
yellow buds of Ville de Paris stand above the others, 
a vivid symbol of the City of Paris which honored 
the Rose by bestowing its name upon it in 1925, 
over 77 competitors from eleven countries, when it 
won at the same time the Bagatelle Gold Medal. 

The bud is generally of the pointed form with 
broad base; the open bloom is of medium petalage, 
fairly large and fragrant; the center does not turn 
black. It does not give a profusion of blooms at any 
one time followed by a long rest, but is a steady 
doer throughout the season. Stands rain and ex- 
treme heat better than most other yellow Roses, 
and the foliage is notably.-resistant to diseases.

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Finding “Star Roses” in Europe 
DEAR FRIENDS OF STAR ROsEs: London, July 4, 1930 


When I left New York on Decoration Day, scarlet poppies were gleaming im every 
buttonhole. A few days later the great S. S. Europa landed me in France, and from the 
train window I saw poppies ablaze everywhere, even in Spain where I went first to visit 
Sefior Pedro Dot. I took with me the Gold Medal which the American Rose Society had 
awarded that able hybridizer for originating the climbing Rose, Mme. Gregoire Staechelin, 
which we introduced in America, Spring, 1928, At a great public demonstration, the Mayor of 
Barcelona presented the medal to Sefior Dot on behalf of the American lovers of the Rose. 
After showing me the new varieties in his own garden, Sefior Dot took me to see the Roses 
growing in the gardens of the King of Spain at Pedralbes. Thus began my first month 
among the Rose-gardens and Rose-growers across the Atlantic. . | 


The full picture of the Star Rose business is a far-flung panorama. New Roses are constantly coming on 
the scene. It is important that the best of them should come ta America as Star Roses. It is not enough 
that The Conard-Pyle Company has twice doubled its capital stock, that it has more than doubled its area 
of good land for growing Roses, and that it has increased its staff and facilities for personal supervision, to 
the end that Star Roses will be even better. That is only part of the story. 

My 1930 visits here are not yet half completed. There are new Roses everywhere in Europe. Hence, I 
am spending the summer visiting the Rose-growers and the gardens of seven nations, attending the Rose 
shows, noting the qualities of the prize-winners, and meeting, at home and in a business way, the men who 
originate new varieties, whose judgment is worthy of emulation, and whose friendship is to be treasured. 
I am meeting in many cases, the sons of the men whom [| knew in 1906 when I made my first trip abroad, 
for many of the famous growers of another day are no more, although their spirit lives in their descendants, 
and advancing time still brings forth new and lovelier Roses. 

The hand of time moves on in another sense. In Spain, France, England, and Germany have been planted 
International Rose-Gardens where all originators may send their Roses to be studied and compared. Today, 
after seeing the great Summer Show in London, I went to the Rose Trial-Garden of the National Rose 
Society of England at Hayward’s Heath. There were Roses from all points of the compass and from almost 
all Rose-loving lands in the world, many of which will not appear in commerce until two years from now. 
I had the same opportunity in Paris, where I represented the American Rose Society on the International 
Jury in the famous Rose-trials at the Bagatelle Garden in the Bois de Bologne. A week from today I am 
going to the annual meeting of the German National Rose Society and to visit their garden at Sangerhausen, 
and I| have also accepted an invitation to serve on the Jury at the Netherlands Rose Show at The Hague 
a week later, an event much like that I attended at Ghent, in Belgium, just a week ago. 

There is an astonishing number of new Roses in every country. From them we must select with the 
greatest care those best suited to the climate and the needs of America. Fortunately, we shall have the oppor- 
tunity, as heretofore, of observing them in our own Test-Gardens at West Grove, where the new Star Roses are 
carefully winnowed from the vast numbers of ‘“‘not-quite-as-good”’ varieties which are introduced every year. 


Come to see these new Roses at West Grove, or if you cannot, remember our 
Guarantee which is your assurance that when you order Star Roses you receive the 
best Roses for America.

Plant Star Roses This Fall 


The best time to plant Roses has been a debat- 
able question for years. We have done a great deal 
of research work, made many experiments, and 
after much study of results have concluded that the 
safest way is to follow Nature’s teaching. 

Nature prepares a plant for the following sum- 
mer’s growth by buildmg its root system In autumn 
and long after winter has begun while the consuming 
portion of the plant—the top—is resting. 

We firmly believe, therefore, in fall planting be- 
cause during winter the roots have ample time to 
become established to support a normal growth of 
foliage and an abundance of blooms the following 
season. 

To be successful, fall planting must be done as 
late as possible, after the plants have thoroughly 
matured and the wood has been hardened by several 
good frosts. The air should be cool enough to pre- 
vent the tops from starting into growth. 


In our latitude (Philadelphia) we recommend 
planting in late November or in December. Accu- 
rately speaking, “winter planting’? would be a more 
proper term than “‘fall planting.”’ If there is danger 
of hard freezing before the plants are received, it Is 
advisable to cover the ground with a mulch of straw 
or litter until the plants arrive. ; 

Prepare the ground as early in fall as practicable, 
bearing in mind that Roses must have a large pro-. 
portion of bumus (thoroughly rotted manure, or 
vegetable matter, the older the better), well mixed 
with ordinary garden soil. 

We urge close planting. A Rose-bed should be a 
display of Roses en masse, not a display of soil. 
Hybrid Teas should be 15 inches apart, except a few 
of the strongest-growing sorts like Radiance. Roses 
planted close together will grow longer stems, better 
and healthier foliage, and protect each other against 
drying winds.

This flower does not blue and it is much darker, larger, and has more petals than Hawlmark Crimson, 
whether the blooms come singly or several together on upright stems.

A DIVIDEND-PAYING INVESTMENT 


While Climbers are elastic in their utility, yet better results are obtained by proper selection if a 
“specific use of them is to be made, some being more amenable than others. For instance, Dr. W. Van 
Fleet will not feel happy if too restrained, and Dorothy Perkins will not do its best on a wall. For the 
sake of proper use, Climbing Roses are classified as Climbers, Ramblers, Pillars, Ground-covers. 


Climbers (C) are those vigorous varieties, generally 
with large blooms and massive canes, starting again 
each year along the top of the previous year’s growth 
as if to go up another story. These are specially good 
for tall walls, houses, top of pergolas, summer-houses, 
wide arches, over old trees, as festooned along top of 
porches, or any support that can take care of the 
permanency of wood and annual increase in height or 
length. Trained laterally on fences, they are superb. 
(Examples: Dr. W. Van Fleet; Silver Moon.) Pruning 
of this class is unnecessary beyond removing dead wood 
and surplus growth. 

Ramblers (R) are those of slender, willowy growth, 
blooming in large clusters of small flowers or “‘pom- 
pons,” as typified by Dorothy Perkins or Hiawatha. 
New growth starts each year at the base, seldom going 
higher than one year’s growth. They are the most 
desired for ‘‘fancy’® work and any purpose that one 
year of growth will cover, as balloons, cordons, low 
or high hedges, laterally on wire fences, pylons, twinned 
around the pergola uprights, narrow arches, trellises, 
rope garlands, to cover trunks of high trees, etc. For 
best bloom results and the beauty of the plant, they 
must be renovated each year, the blooming canes being

cut off at the base, and the new growths (from the base) 
trained again on the support. This 1s best done in mid- 
summer, right after the bloom, except that those bearing 
attractive hips are better pruned In winter. 

Pillars (P) are those of robust growth but aspiring 
only to moderate height. ‘These may often be used as 
large shrubs, but are mainly intended to be trained ona 
6 to 8-foot post, or trained like a fanon a fence or on a wide 
trellis to make a screen. Generally speaking, with the 
exception of climbing Hybrid Teas, they should also be 
renovated each year, in the early spring. Several Hybrid 
Perpetuals and Hybrid Rugosas make good pillars. 

Ground-covers (G) are those varieties of various 
types of bloom which can be trained close to the ground 
like English tvy, to cover banks or bare spots. They 
look better thinned out each year. Wichuraiana and 
Max Graf are examples. 

After the name of each variety you will see an initial 
(C, R, P, or G, as above) to indicate the purpose for 
which it 1s best suited. The blooming season—either 
“early,” “‘midseason”’ or “Jate’’ is indicated; each one 
of these seasons being about two weeks apart. Properly 
selected as to season, the Hardy Climbing Roses provide 
six weeks of wonderful joy and beauty.
